In the firſt place, the perſon choſe to afficiats as clerk, ought to have a 800d voice, a good ear, and ſome knowledge 
of Muſic. I ſay, ſome knowledge, becauſe, however defirable a thorough acquaintance with Mufic may be, it is nor 
often to be met with; and common tunes may be very well ſung by one who is not a perfect Maſter. The compaſs of 
his voice ſhould be an Octave and a Fifth; at leaſt, he.ſhou!d be able, clearly and diſtinctly, to ſound an Octave and 


Third. A perſon not equal to this, is very unfit for his office. If he cannot ſing a tune in its proper key, chis part a 
divine worſhip can never be carried on to any advantage.

In the next place, the clerk ſhould have a pitch pipe with him in the deſk. When the Pſalm is read, let him imme- 


diately name the tune to which he intends to ſing it; then having given out the firſt line, let him ſound the key note. 
This is very neceſſary, becauſe he cannot be always at a certainty without an inſtrument, He may {ſet a tune a ſemi-tone, 


or even, a whole tone, either above or below the true key; the compaſs of which will admit of neither, withour ſhricks. | 


ing on the high notes, or growling on the low ones.

Lo perſon ſhould begin the firſt note of a ſtrain before the clerk, nor hold the laſt note too long. Let a pauſe be made 
between each ftrain, long enough for a perſon's deliberately counting, ozz—#4vo, This will add very much to the 
ſolemnity, and give time for the congregation to breathe, It is not uncommon to hear a ſingle voice holding the laſt 
note of a ſtrain, the length of a minim, after the clerk and the congregation are ſilent. Whether this is the conſe- 


.' - quence of a bad ear, or of a pleaſure he may take in hearing his own voice, he can beſt determine; however, it certainly 
is a very great impropriety. | | 


In the choice of a tune great care ſhould be taken by the clerk, that it be ſuitable to the Pſalm or Hymn he is going 
to ſing. A grave tune in a flat key, ſhould not be ſung to a Pſalm or Hymn of Praiſe and Thankſgiving; nor a lively, 


kchearful tune in a ſharp key, to « mournful one. For inſtance, the melody of Southwell, is by no means, expreſſive of 
the ggth Pſalm, Short-Metre, (Dr. Watts's Verſion, ) nor is the melody of Silver Street tune, ſet to that Pſalm, proper for 
| the goth Pſalm, Short. Metre. The ſame may be obſerved of many others. & PR 


The clerk ought to have time to fix upon proper tunes before he goes into the deſk ; the miniſter, therefore, ad 


| / inform him, what Pſalm or Hymn will ſuit his ſubje&. If this be not done, the clerk can hardly have time to find the 
Words, much leſs to chuſe a proper tune. xo wor ro 8 e e oratory 

A great exertion of the voice, is, by no means, neceſſary to good ſinging. It is not unuſual to hear a perſon in the 
Tenor, or Counter Tenor, finging ſo loud as to overpower all the other parts; the conſequence generally is, that when 
P' he drops to a lower note which requires expreſſion, his breath and voiee are gone, ſo that he can expreſs nothing. The 


ſame is frequently obſervable in the Baſs. If the notes on B, C, and D above, are ſtrongly ſounded, then the ſucceed- 


ing notes, in an Octave below, as often is the caſe, will ſcarcely be heard; becauſe the voice and breath are exhauſted: 


To avoid theſe inconveniencies, let the notes in the upper parts above E, that is, the ſpace between the 4th and 5th _ 


lines; and in the Baſs all notes above A, or the upper line, be always ſoftened. 
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I his Collection conſiſts, chiefly, of tunes in a quick movement, for the following reaſons: becauſe, tunes in that 


movement are generally ſung the beſt. In the next place, as the judicious Dr. Watts hath obſerved, (ſee the Adver+. 
tiſement at the beginning of his Verſion of the Pſalms), ſuch a movement will permit us to enjoy the pleaſure of ſinging 


a longer Pſalm than a flow movement will. I beg leave to tranſcribe the paſſage, as it is ſo applicable to the preſent 


purpoſe, It were to be wiſhed alſo,” ſays the Doctor, © that we might not dwell ſo long upon every note, and pro- 


te duce the ſyllables to ſuch a tireſome extent with a conſtant uniformity of tone; which diſgraces the Muſic, and puts- 
« the congregation quite out of breath in ſinging five or fix ſtanzas. Whereas if the method of ſinging were but reformed 


* to a greater ſpeed of pronunciation, we might often enjoy the pleaſure of a longer Pſalm with leſs expence of time and 
s breath; and our Pſalmody would be more agreeable to that of the ancient churches, more intelljgible to others, and 


more delightfu] to ourſelves,” Laſtly, becauſe, that in tunes of flow movements, the key is frequently changed. 
This is occaſioned, either by perſons who have not a good ear for Muſic; or by perſons whoſe ſtrong voices, being 
weakened by dwelling fo long on every note, drop from the key a ſemi-tone, and ſometimes more. The congregation 


not being able to diſtinguiſh the voice of the clerk, will drop alſo; ſo that an unpleaſing diſſonance, will continue 


throughout. I have only farther to add, that if this Publication contributes to the improvement of Church Muſic, my 
end will be fully anſwered, and my labour well rewarded. _ | EIT WL

XVII. Over the Tenor is written Loud, Soft, &c. &c. But whether any congregation will chuſe to adopt this method 
bol ſinging, muſt be left to their diſcretion. They are in this Collection marked as they are now commonly ſung in 
ſeveral places, in, and about, London. By Loud, I mean the ſtrains in which men and women fing in full chorus; by 
| Soft, when the women and boys only ſing. But as the women in moſt congregations are not accuſtomed to ſing loud 
by themſelves, it will be beſt for the men ſoftly to accompany them, keeping both tune and time; and the women 
and boys ſinging in the Octave, or the Eight above, will render the melody equally pleaſing. 


Before I conclude, I would juſt obſerve that the letter y, at the end of a word, ſhould be ſounded like the letter. e 
for inſtance, Holy, Hole; Mighty, Mighte; greatly, greatle, &c. Likewiſe the ſyllable en, in'ſoften, choſen, &c. ſhould 
be ſung /n, chosn, For to, too, long; for people, not pepel, but people, with the Ja little ſoftened ; otherwiſe it will 

produce a harſh diſagreeable ſound, very diſguſting to a muſical ear. 0k RE | 
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
